And to this might be added ‘Hat 
with me and eat as I,’ for oa all 
occasions without invitation, when 
the opportunity affords, they ate ev- 
er the uninvited and unwelcome pest 
and insist on sharing. our food as 
well as our drink with us, even if on 
Bharing they leave most unwel- 
come evidence of their visit behind 
them. 

When flies are spoken of in this 
country, we naturally have in mind 
the house fly, which is so prevalent 
that no one needs an introduction to 
the said pest, put while this is the 
commonest fly we personally have to 
deal with, and the one that will be 
more particularly dealt with in this 
article, still the common house fly is 
only one type among many of the 
fly species. The stable fly is a 
different type, and at one time this 
fly was greatly mooted as the med- 
ium of contagion in infantile pataly- 
sis, but this now has been largely 
discredited. Then also the Tsetse, fly 
of Africa is now recognized as the 
carrier and inoculator in cases of the 
sleeping sickness that is of such a 
fatal character in that country. 

But to return to that opnoxious 
pest, our common house fly, it is 
perhaps well that one should know 
and bear in mind its life history, as 
on this depends s0 much in — respect 
to dealing with the destruction and 
reduction of the fly nuisance. 

The house fly, or typhoid fly, as 
it has sometimes been called, is a 
most dangerous enemy of our race, 
on account of its disease and filth- 
carrying habits; for it not only car- 
ries the disease germs on its feet and 
body, but sucks them up into its 
stomach and later deposits what it 
has thus taken up by either regurgi- 
tation or by passing it as excrement 
and the fly specks that we see wher- 
ever flies abound are but this excre- 
ment or regursitated matter deposi- 
ted wherever the fly may happen to 
light, and that may be on your or 
the baby’s foc”, and is especially 
dangerous as regards the latter, and 
no dowbt, but many of the diarrh- 
oeas and possibly succeeding deaths 
have been caused by the contact of 
the filthy, disease-beatiing fly with 
the baby’s food, milk, toys, etc. 

Flies will breed in almost any de- 
caying organic inatter; horse manure 
though, is their favorite breeding 
place, and it has been estimated 
that over 95 per cent of the files aro 
bred in staple manure. Hen manure 
and manure from other animals will 
also be adopted by the fly igs filth to 
breed in. They also breed in the 
filth of closets, and this closet-bred 
fly.is..especially, dangerous, for if 
disease ~ germs—typhoid, diarrhoea, 
alc.—haye previously been deposited 
here, the fly in maturing takes these 
germs up in his digestive apparatus 
and on its very first flight may rest 
on the eatables of your table, and 
perhaps with fatal results to some 
one of the household. Stable man- 
ute, not carrying human disease 
germs, is not primarily so deadly a 
breeding place, but the fly will be a 
carrier py lighting in places infected 
with germs and then carrying them 
| Manner previously outlined. They al- 
\80 breed in garbage and any fermen- 
iting vegetable matter, but as above 
slated, the great breeding place is 
stable manure. 

Fach female fly lays 120 to 150 
eggs at a time, and will start to 
Jay about a week after she has fully 
matured, and may at short intenvals 
lay three or four batches of such 
eggs. The eggs are small, white, 
long-shaped, and anyone familiar 
with manure yards are familiar with 
them, although many may not have 
known that these egzs later meant 
flies. From these eggs, maggots are 
hatched, and this hatching process 
in warm weather takes about eight 
to ten hours. The maggots grow 
rapidly ‘and become very active and 
may reach full size in five days, and 
when full grown they migrate to the 
sides and bottom of the manure heap 
and here take on the pupa stage, 
and it is from the chrysalis stage 
that they. develop into the full fledg- 
ed fly, the average time for the de- 
velopment of the fly from the egg 
to the full fledged being about ten 
days, varying of course somewhat on 
the favorable condition of heat and 
moisture. Flies probably do not, 
asa rule, travel any great distance 
and half a mile would probably Le 
about the radius of thir activities 
if food.is plentiful, but by wind or 
beasts or vehicles may be carried to 
a much greater distance. Flics breed 
all summer, SO. that many: ‘generat- 
ions of a single fly come into exist- 
ence in a single summer, and one fly 
will in this way produce in a season 
millions of others, <A well-infected 
manure heap may contain 1,200 ito 
2,000 fly maggots per pound of man- 
ure, but not equally  distrijuted; as 
in large piles maggots are mostly on 
the new parts and around the edges. 

The fly specks we see are ‘of two 
kinds. The smaller darker ones are 
the excremcnt of the fly, and depend- 
ing onthe amount of food available, 
(for flies are voracious cates) a fly, 
it is estimated, will make from 50 
to 100 specks a day. The larger, 
lighter specks arte the regurgitated 
products from a fly’s stomach, but 
both of these kinds of specks may 
contain living, virulent germs, that 
if deposited on anything that may 
come in contact with the mouth or 
hands, may be swallowed in the for- 
mer case directly, and in the latter 
by being carried on the hands to 
something that ultimately reaches 
the mouth. 

To control the fly nuisance,  con- 
certed action is necessary.. One per- 
son may destroy or otherwise dispose

of his manure heap or other breed- 
ing material, but if his neighbor 
does not, the result is not-at all 
satisfactory unleas it is in country 
districts where the next house if far 
away; put in urban places, this is 
not the case, so it is necessary that 
gach one do hig own parv thorough- 
ly. Of course every fly killed is a 
gain, Lut at the midsummer season 
when flies are at their highest point 
of production, it is douljtful if ‘any 
great diminution of flies can be 
brought about Vy a campaign waged 
against adult flies by swatting or 
other such methods; and while such 
methods are not to be decried, they 
really do not get at the root of the 
matter. 

The means which will produce tho 
best effects are those which are di- 
rected directly agninst their breed- 
ing places qnd especially jn the early: 
season. Fly traps and fly swatters 
help, but the use of poisonous fly 
papers on the whole should be avoi- 
ded, on account of the possibility of 
poisoning children, and the sticky 
fly ‘papers, where fly papers are used 
at all, should, on this account, be 
preferred. Then there is what is call 
ed the wholesale fly trap, made of 
wire ona large scale; jut all of 
these methods, while useful in a li- 
mited way, are really only tempor- 
izing unless we deal with the mat- 
ter from the fountain-head, their 
breeding places. 

The source of the greatest danger 
is the inSanitgry, unprotected closet 
As the fly maggot will burrow thro- 
ugh a covering of earth or ashes, tho 
using of these as covering for the 
contents of closets is not sufficient, 
and this is where a thoroughly made 
superstructure should be provided, 
that will be,~ as far as possible, 
thoroughly fly-proof and this will re- 
duce the danger of fly contamination 
to the minimum, by keeping the fly 
originally out of the closets and s0 
they cannot get in to breed or Carr 
ry filth and germs. 

Stable manure should be moved at 
least once a Week, at least during the 
fly breeding season, and if taken to 
the nuisance ground and deposited in 
burning piles, will be effectively des- 
troyed, or if .manure is thoroughly 
broken up and scattered about the 
field, the egg maggots. will be des- 
troyed, and no Inarge masses of ma- 
terial left for propagating places. If 
manure is in small amounts, and a 
difficulty arises gbout having it ta- 
ken away, ain, or box, or barrel 
with close fitting sides and top to 
prevent the ingress of _ flies, should 
be used, and even here, when  possi- 
ble,, the manure should be disposed 
of weekly, but it will be much _ less 
likely to breed flies to the extent 
of open manure heaps, although few 
may work their way through in the 
cracks or crevices, 

Fly maggots, as above noted, tend 
to work to the sides and bottom of 
the manure heap, qnd this know- 
ledge is useful in destroying the 
maggots in another way, for if the 
manure is placed on a platform and 
a ditch or pool of water provided 
underneath and at the sides, the 
maggots will work out of the man- 
ure and fall into the water and te 
destroyed. 

It is not. desirable to have the 
impression created from the above 
abbreviated account of the life his- 
tory of the fly, his: habits, etc., that 
to the door.of the fly is to pe laid 
the only or perhaps even the largesb 
source of infection carrying, for, 
prominent as it is, it is not prob- 
ably the chief mode of infection, ev- 
en where flies abound, but instead, 
contact infection has now been pret- 
ty well recognized as the one great 
mode of infection. Still all promin- 
ent investigators agree that the fly 
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{s at the same time an important 
factor in the spread of many diseases 
such as typhoid, diarrhoea, tuhercu- 
losis, etc.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE HIGIi 
COST OF BURNING 


When a man has g fire, one of tho 
first questions asked is "Was he in- 
sured>’’ If the answer was in the 
affirmative, we probably remark: 
“That’s good, the :Insurance com- 
panies can stand it.’’ or something 
to that: effect. 

But, did it ever occur to you that 
the insurance companies do not pay 
the losg and could not remain fn 
business if they did? They merely 
distribute the loss over a large num 
ber of people and make it ensier to 
bear. Although insurance creates no 
new wealth, but merely changes tho 
distribution of it, its economic va- 
lue is inestimable. If a,man’s sto-e 
or factory is. burned and he carries 
no insurance, the probability is that 
he will be utterly ruined and the 
labor of years will be lost, but if 
each: contributes a little to indemn- 
ify him for his loss, he is able to 
revuild and remain in business with 
benefit to the community. The fune- | 
tion of insurance therefore is to cal- 
lect a little from each of us and 
and then Day it out to those who are 
unfortunate enough to have a firo. 

Insurance is practically an indirect 
tax, the most insidious form of tax- j 
ation, becalse we pay without know- 
ing it and consequently gre more or 
less indifferent to it. |

Consider shoes for instance; the 
tannery carries insurance on _ build- 
ings, machinery and stock and the 
cose of this is added to the price of 
the finished product, the leather; the 
shoe manufacturer the 
and the retailer cach does the same } 
and when you buy a pair of ties | 
from the local dealer, the fire tax. 
is included in the price, although it 
is not mentioned. So, unless we live 
in caves or the forest, like savayes, | 
we Cannot avoid paying our share of 
the fire tax; it is merged in the cosr, 
of everything we eat, drink and wear | 

Should ,we not therefore take o lit-} 
tle interest in the amount of this 
tax, the reason for it and how it 
can be reduced? 

Canada has the worst fire record 
of any civilized country, Dur‘ne the 
‘four years ending December 31, 1914 
/our losses, exclusive of forest rex, 
averaged $24,756,979, or over $3. per 
head of population per annum as 
compared with 33cents in the ieading 
European countries. To show. you 
what this means; each year for three 
ere our losses amounted to 19 per 
cent of our wheat production; 123 
per cent of our. silver production; 
196 per cent of the interest on our 
national deht and 211 pet cent of 
‘our net postal revenue. All this lis 
sheer waste and new wealth must be 
produced to take its place. 

In addition to the property loss 
there ig the loss of life. During the 
six years ending December 31, 1914, 
‘over 1400 lives were lost in fires in 
Canada and this takes no account 
of the seriods and in many cases per- 
manent injuries. 

Carefully compiled statistics show 
jthat 70 or 75 per cent of this is 
frightful waste of life and property, 
and is due to carelessness and neg- 
jase and lis easily. preventable. We 
are careless in our building constru- 
| ction; Careless. with heating apparat- 
matches, rubbish, gasoline and many 
,other things which are responsible 
for most of our fires. 

Fires start chrough carelesstcss 
and spread on account of poor buil- 
ding construction. Wooden shingles 
are about the fest conflagration 
spreaders that the ingenuity of man 
could devise. 

Urban municipalities can do a good 
deal towards reducing the fire waste 
by passing and enforcing proper f're 
prevention and building legislation; 
but most of the responsitil ty for 
this disgraceful condition of  affuirs 
rests with the individual; we must 


|

arn to correct our careless habits 


and realize our public responsibilit- 
ies. 

In future articles we wlll try to 
show how by taking a little care we 
can greatly reduce the fire tax.

TWO,HUNDRED PERISH IN 
TERRIBLE FOREST FIRES 


Englehart, Ont., July 30.—Forest 
fires that have for some days threat- 
ened the northernmost towns and 
the outlyinz districts of Northern 
Ontario yesterday and today culmin- 
ated in , holocaust which wiped out 
entire communities, licked the fringe 
of larger towns and levied a death 
toll which cannot at present te ac- 
curately computed, but which will 
b? well over 500 lives. Scores of 
persons are sufiering from -injuvies 
and many of them are likely tg suc- 
cumb. ‘ 

In addition to the known ead 
there are many outlying places that 
will materially swell the list of vic- 
tims when the rescue pafties return. 
It is feared that at Tasho‘a and 
Kowlas; many prospectors have been 
trapped. , 


Nushka suffered worst. It consist- 
ed of a score of frame dwellings and 
stores and had been threatenel for 
some days. It was practically sur- 
rounded, walls of fire cuttiny off all 
sscape to the north and south, «und 


with no river or lake at hand, the 
inhabitants were doomed. 

Cochrane was entirely burned, with 
the exception of Second anil ‘vnird 
avenues. The proximity. of the Tem- 
iskaming and \Northern Onta-io track 


and the lake saved most of the in- 
habitants. 

Ramore, a small settlement, was 
completely wiped out. 

Matheson was totally destroyed 
with the exception of two houses, 
and 34 bodies are laid out on the 


station platform. 

South Porcupine suffered only the 
loss of the sawmill and the station. 

At Timmins the flames were check- 
ed on the outskirts of the town ai- 
ter licking up seventeen houses. 

At Iroquois Falls nothing remains 
but part of the paper mills and the 
railway station. 

Th2 list of victims’ is likely to be 
largely increased from among the 
outlying settlers. One settler and 


10 children perished while his wife 
was absent to seek aid. 
Rtfugees, destitute of food and 


clothing, are pouring into the towns 
to the south of the burned district. 
A large number have arifved here 
and are being distributed fo New 
Liskeard, Cobalt, and Haileybury.

HOT WEATHER RULES FOR THE 
HORSE 


1. Load lightly and drive slowly. 
2. Stop in the shade if possible. 


3. Water your horse as often as 
possible. So lomg as a horse is 
working, water in small quantities 
will not hurt him. But let him only 
drink a few, sWallows if he is going 
ta stand still. Do not fail to water 
him at night after he has eaten his 
hay. ; 

4. When he comes in after work, 
sponge off the harness marks and 
BWeat, his eyes, his nose and month 


and the dock. Wash his feet but 
not his legs. hd 

5. If the thermometer is 75 de- 
grees or hicher, wipe him all — over 


with a damp sponge, using vinesar 
water Lf possible. Do not wash th. 
horse at .night. 

6. Saturday night give ao 
mash, Juke-warm, and add a 
spooniul of saltpctre. 

7. Do not use a horse-hat, unless 
it is a canopy top hat. The ordin- 
ary bell-shaped hat does more harm 
than good. 

8. A sponge on top of the head, 
or even a cloth is good if kept wet. 
If dry it is better than nothiny. 

9, if the horse is overcome with 
heat, set him into the shade, remove 
harness and bridle, wash out his 
mouth, sponge him all over, shower 
his legs, and give him two ounces of 
ammonia, or two ounces of sweet 
spirits of nitre, in a pint of water; 
or give him a pint of coffee warm. 
Cool his head at onoe, using co id 
water or if necessary, chopped ice, 
wrapped in a cloth. 

10. If the horse is off his feed, try 
him with, two quarts of oats mixed 
with bran, and a little salt or — su- 
gar. Or give him oatmeal gruel or 
parley water to drink. 

11. Watch your horse. If he stops 
sweating suddenly, or if he breathes 
short and quick, if his cars droop, 
or if he stands with his legs braced 
sideways, he is in danger of a heat 
or sun stroke and needs attention at 
once. 

12. If it is so hot that: the horse 
sweats in the stable at night tie him 
outside, with bedding under him. Un- 
less he cools off during the night he 
cannot Well stand the next day's 
heat..
